Vo ters in PetUs, Jo hnso n and Bento n Co unties will make 
their spring so jo urn to po lling places in scho o l ho uses and public 
buildings Tuesday to cast ballo ts determining the co urse o f city 
and scho o l o peratio ns. 
Besides electing city co uncilmen, Sedalians will issue their 
o pinio n o f altering city go v ernment to allo w fo r a full-time 
may o r o r city administrato r o r retaining the present part-time 
may o r sy stem. Ano ther ballo t will determine whether v o ters 
feel city co uncilmen and the city co llecto r sho uld be giv en pay 
raises. 
The electo rate o f the two -co unty State Fair Co mmunity 
Co llege district will decide the fate erf a lev y issue. Scho o l bo ard 
electio ns to fill v acancies o n the Sedalia, Smithto n, Pettis 
Co unty and Kno b No ster Bo ards will also be held. In co nnectio n 
with the Sedalia scho o l bo ard electio n, v o ters (rf District 2 00 will 
cast an adv iso ry ballo t o n increasing the district’s bussing 
serv ices fro m o r» mile fro m the respectiv e scho o l and bey o nd to 
Include students liv ing o ne-half mile fro m their scho o ls. 
LaMo nte v o ters will determine passage o f a 5 0-cent tax lev y 
increase and residents o f Hughesv ille will appro v e o r disappro v e 
a $2 8 0,000 bo nd issue to impro v e scho o ls. 


Three Go v ernment Optio ns 
The city administraUo n reo rganizatio n ballo t was first 
pro po sed by Majo r Jerry Jo nes at the February 2 0 City Co uncil 
meeting. Jo nes has since beco me a leading pro po nent o f the full­ 
time may o r plan, tho ugh he feels v o ters sho uld hav e the added 
o ptio n o f retaining the present sy stem o r cho o sing to establish a 
city administrato r. 
Jo nes has articulated fiv e primary reaso ns fo r a full-time 
may o r. He co ntends a city administrato r wo uld be o nly an 
assistant to the may o r and therefo re wo uld hav e v irtually no 
autho rity . Seco ndly , Jo nes has said a full-time may o r wo uld be 
mo re eco no mical. He co ntended the city administrato r plan 
wo uld require the city to pay the salaries o f two men, may o r and 
administrato r, to do the same jo b. 
Ano ther reaso n fo r the full-time may o r cited by Jo nes has 
been that he wo uld be mo re respo nsiv e to public v iews than an 
administrato r. He has been suppo rted in this co ntentio n by city 
co uncil candidates fro m bo th parties. 
Jo nes said a full-time may o r wo uld be undisputably in 
co mmand o f the city ’s administratio n. He ex plained, in a 
Demo crat-Capital interv iew, that because there remains so me 
questio n as to what respo nsibilities a co uncil wo uld inv est in the 
administrato r, he might find it difficult to co mmand autho rity . 
The fifth adv antage o utlined by Jo nes was that a full-time 
may o r wo uld hav e a clo ser wo rking relatio nship with the 
v ario us city co mmissio ns and bo ards than an administrato r. 
Once again a bipartisan gro up o f co uncil h(^fuls hav e 
ex pressed agreement with this po int. 
Fo ur y ears ago , Sedalia v o ters so undly defeated a city 
administrato r pro po sal. 
When Jo nes called fo r the reo iiganizatio n ballo t, he also 
suggested v o ters be allo wed to ex press their v iews o n bo o sting 
salaries o f co uncilmen and the city co llecto r. The pro po sal, also 
to be o ffered as an adv iso ry ballo t, suggests do ubling 
co uncilmen’s salaries to $2 ,4 00 annually and raising the 
co llecto r’s mo nthly wage fro m $5 00 to $700. 


Seek Co uncil Po sts 
Two incumbents ho pe to maintain city co uncil po sts. Do n 
Bro addus, First Ward Republican, is (^po sed in his re-electio n 
bid by J . Bartley . Bro addus has co nduct^ a subdued campaign, 
rely ing o n his past reco rd. Bartley has co nducted an ex tensiv e 
do o r-to -do o r campaign suggesting impro v ed sto rm sewers, 
better streets and pay bo o sts fo r city emplo y es. 
The o nly o ther incumbent in the fo ur-co uncil races. Third 
Ward Demo crat Carl Franklin, has pro mo ted his prev io us 
serv ice o n the co uncil as well as calling fo r sto rm sewer 
impro v ements, and impro v ed transpo rtatio n fo r the elderly and 
handicapped. He has attracted the largest cro wds o f any 
candidate. 
Franklin faces po litical newco mer Stev e Cline. The 2 3-y ear- 
o ld co uncil ho peful has o utlined his majo r co ncerns to be better 
sto rm sewers, streets, and impro v ed wages fo r city emplo y es. 
While no t attacking Franklin’s reco rd, Cline has declared he can 
” do a better jo b.” 
Two past co uncil candidates, Geo rge Dugan, Republican, and 
Ray Hendricks, Demo crat, are seeking the fo urth ward co uncil 
seat v acated by Geo rge Lo ckett. Lo ckett, who narro wly 
defeated Dugan two y ears ago , is no t seeking a seco nd term. 
Hendricks lo st a primary battle to co uncilman Lee Garriso n last 
y ear. Dugan, who serv ed o n the co uncil fiv e y ears prev io us to 
his defeat, has cited his reco rd as a co uncilman and serv ice o n 
the Planning and Zo ning Co mmissio n and Po lice Perso nnel 
bo ard as ev idence o f his capability to be a go o d alderman. 
Hendricks has called fo r a plan to be drawn up by the city 
co uncil which wo uld establish go als fo r the city ’s gro wth. Like 
Dugan, Hendricks has also serv ed o n the Planning and Zo ning 
Co mmissio n. 
Seco nd Ward v o ters will cho o se between Larry Burnett, 
Republican, 
and 
Demo crat 
Ray mo nd 
Bales. 
Like 
his 
co unterpart in the Fo urth Ward, Bales ran unsuccessfully in last 
y ear’s primary . He has declined co mment o n specific city issues, 
say ing he has no t had access to all the info rmatio n. The main 


thru st o f his bid fo r o ffice has been that he wo u ld serv e o n the 
co u n cil fu ll-time Bales is retired Bu rn ett, n o min ated o n the 
seco n d ballo t at the CJOP’s city co n v en tio n , Jias main tain ed he 
wo u ld fo llo w the wishes o f his co n stitu en ts

Ev er sin ce sev en rhen , three o f them emp lo y es o f either Nix ­ 
o n 's camp aign o r White Ho u se staff, were arrested after the 
Ju n e 17 bu rglary o f Demo cratic p arty headq u arters, the admin ­ 
istratio n has den ied an y in v o lv emen t bu t tu rn ed aside mo st 
q u estio n s. 
Bu t last week , acco rdin g to in side so u rces, o n e o f the Wa­ 
tergate bu rglars began to n ame n ames that so u n ded lik e a Nix ­ 
o n admin istratio n Who ’s Who . 
James W. McCo rd, fo rmer secu rity chief fo r the Nix o n 
camp aign , faced with a p o ssible lo n g p riso n .sen ten ce an d an 
imp atien t ju dge, decided to talk to a sp ecial Sen ate in ­ 
v estigatin g co mmittee. 


So u rces clo se to the Sen ate p ro be said McCo rd to ld the in ­ 
v estigato rs that p residen tial aide H. R. Haldeman “ had to be 
aware ” o f p lan s to wiretap Demo cTatic headq u arters. 
After McCo rd testified in clo sed sessio n Wedn esday . Sen . 
Ho ward H. Bak er Jr.. R-Ten n ., who p resided, said McCo rd had 
n amed Jeb Magru der, a fo rmer White Ho u se aide who was dep ­ 
u ty directo r o f the reelectio n camp aign , an d Jo hn W. Dean HI. 
Nix o n 's legal co u n sel. 
Sen . Lo well P. Weick er Jr.. R-Co n n ., an o ther co mmittee 
member, said McCo rd had to ld the gro u p that Jo hn N. Mit­ 
chell. fo rmer atto rn ey gen eral an d Nix o n camp aign man ager, 
ap p ro v ed p lan s fo r the bu ggin g at DemiK'ratic headq u arters. 
Other so u rces said bo th Mitchell an d fo rmer Nix o n p o litical 
adv iso r an d White Ho u se o fficial. Charles W. Co lso n , had ad­ 
v an ce k n o wledge o f p lan s to break in to an d bu g Demwratic 
o ffices in Washin gto n 's Watergate co mp lex . 
Co lu mn ist Jack An derso n , q u o tin g “o u r o wn White Ho u se 
so u rces." claimed Nix o n did n o t au tho rize the bu rglary raid bu t 
“ap p ro v ed the o v erall esp io n age-sabo tage o p eratio n .”

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ The 
government's eetUng on meat 
prices is effective immediately, 
but retailers have until April 9 
to work out the maximum 
prices which they cannot legal- 
\y exceed. 
As o i that date, they will be 
required to post the ceiling 
g 


rices on cards at least three 
y 
f our 
feet, 
displayed 
prominently where Items are 
sold. 
Here are some questions and 
answers on how the ceiling will 
work : 
Q. Is this the same as a price 
freeze? 
A. It’s not a freeze. The dif­ 
ference is that a freeze would 
k eep prices where they are. 
while a ceiling places a limit on 
the top price, but not the min­ 
imum. 
Q. Does that mean prices will 
come down? 
A, They should come down 
slightly, and the government 
hopes they will come down sig­ 
nificantly as time goes by. 
Q. But it look ed as if prices 
might be about to fall anyway. 
Won’t 
this 
serve 
as 
a 


temptaUon for retailers to k eep 
them at the ceiUi« ? 
A. The administration think s 
not It says that an Increasing 
supply of meat, already in the 
work s, will bring down prices, 
especially since there will be no 
temptation for producers and 
processors to hoM back meat in 
hopes of higher prices. 
Q How lor« will it last? 
A. Indefinitely. Treasury Sec­ 
retary George Shultz said it 
will last "until the problem is 
solved,” meaning until prices 
come down. 
Q What happens if the butch­ 
er ignores the ceiling, or if he 
reduces the quantity and quali­ 
ty of meat at the ceiling price? 
A He’d be break ing the law. 
A naUonwide enforcement net­ 
work using Internal Revenue 
Service penonnel is being or­ 
ganized. However, the govern­ 
ment is counting on most 
people to cooperate. 
Q. You’ve mentioned the 
retailer. Will only his prices be 
controlled? 
A The ceiling affects meat 
processors, meat wholesalers 
and meat retailers. The cattle- 
ment and farmer are excluded. 


The administration says mar­ 
k et forces will control the price 
at which the live animal is 
sold. 
Q. How will the ceiling price 
be determined? 
A It's not the top price, but 
the lowest price at which 10 per 
cent of a Articular meat Item 
sold durii« the 90-day period 
ending March 28 , starting down 
from the top price. 
Q What does that mean? 
A. If 8 per cent of the lamb 
chops in a store sold for 91.8 5 a 
pound during the period and 2 
per cent or more sold for |1 75 
a pound, then $1.75 would be 
the ceiling price. 
Q. What if 50 per cent sold 
for $1.65 Why wouldn’t that be 
the ceiling price? 
A. The administration is giv­ 
ing the retailer, processor and 
wholesaler the benefit of the 
doubt, assuming that it was 
necessary for them to charge 
the higher prices beoiuse of 
their costs, and assuming it is 
not unlik ely their costs will re­ 
turn to that level. If the costs 
faU, then the administration is 
counting on them to reduce 
prices accordingly.

Discussed 


The Easter Seal Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults of Missouri conducted 
the third of ten scheduled orientation 
meetings Saturday at the Holiday Inn here. 
Volunteer workers and representatives of 
public health and welfare agencies in 
Pettis, Saline. Benton, Camden, Morgan, 
Cooper, and Howard Counties were invited 
to attend the meeting, which included an 
audio-visual 
presentation 
and 
an 
explanation of the new regional structure 
of the Society. 


The audio-visual portion of the prc^ram 
is designed to provide volunteer workers 
with basic information concerning the 
objectives and history of the Society. Guest 
speakers for the presentation were John H.

throughout the day Saturday forced the Union Electric Co. to 
open all twelve spillway gates on Bagnell Dam. 
A company spokesman reported the level of the lake at 
661.58 feet at 5 p m. Saturday, about a foot and a half above 
full reservoir He explained that nearly 85,000 cubic feet of 
water was going through or over the spillway each second, 
but that about 107,000 cubic feet of water was coming into 
the lake through rain and surface runoff. He added that the 
level of the lake had risen about half a foot in a few hours but 
emphasized there was no immediate danger of flooding on 
the Osage below the dam unless a steady downpour was to 
cover the lake area 
“ Right now we’ve got a pretty big river (Osage) out there,” 
the spokesman said, “ but we’re in no immediate danger. The 
lake can handle another five feet of water That’s about how 
high it got during the flooding in 1943.” 
The spokesman said the company still had the capacity to 
drain water from the dam at an increased rate if necessary, 
explaining that the amount of drainage is dependent on the 
amount of water being fed into the lake.

Your mother-in-law was evidently the beneficiary of her son's 
government insurance. A serviceman may name whomever he 
chooses to be the beneficiary of his SGLI (Servicemans Group Life 
Insurance). It is not required that this beneficiary be his wife. 


You are entitled, as the serviceman's wife, to such things as his six 
months gratuity pay, DIG (Disability and Imdemnity Compensation) 
and his widow's Social Security death benefit allowance. He had 
the right to name a beneficiary to receive any pay due him at the 
time of his death as well as any accured leave or unpaid 
allowances. If he did not name a beneficiary these are paid to you. 
If your mother-in-law was dependent upon her son for her support 
she may receive DIC under certain income level situations. This In no 
way effects your DIC which is payable to you as long as you remain 
unmarried regardless of any other source of income you may have.

Ziegler said that Nixon accept­ 
ed Bunker’s rexignation with 
‘‘deepest personal regret” and 
voiced “ deep gratitude" for his 
“ superior service to his country 
and the cause -of peace in In­ 
dochina” 
Ziegler said Bunker, 78, will 
take on “ other duties” for the 
President, to be announced in 
the “ relatively near future” 
This may include service as a 
special adviser on Indochina af­ 
fairs. 
Bunker is returning to the 
United States and will partici­ 
pate in forthcoming ta ks be­ 
tween Nixon and South Vietna­ 
mese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu at the western White 
House in San Clemente, Calif., 
Ziegler said. 
Before Saigon, Bunker had a 
long foreign service career as 
ambassador to several nations, 
including Italy and Argentina. 
Martin, 60-year-old native of 
Mars Hill., N.C., held several 
diplomatic posts before his 
l%3-67 tour as ambassador to 
Thailand. 
During his four years at 
Bangkok he negotiated with 
leaders of the Thai government 
for the use of Royal Thai air 
bases by U.S. bombers, at a 
time when Thailand was reluc­ 
tant to even acknowledge the 
presence of the U.S. planes. 
While in Thailand, Martin 
was the American representa­ 
tive to the Council of the South­ 
east Asia Treaty Organization 
and the U.S. representative on 
the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Asia dn the 
Far East.

The Co mmerce Department, apparently , 
is mo re interested in helping o ceanariums 
turn a pro fit than in pro tecting a natural 
reso urce. 


Fo o tno te: A spo kesman ex plained that 
the hardship clause was intended to pro tect 
co mmercial o utfits that had laid o ut 
inv estments in sea life ex hibits befo re the 
law went into effect. The clause, he said, 
will auto matically ejqiire in 197 4. 


The “ Tax Av o ider o f the Week,” cho sen 
fo r us by ex -Sen. Fred Harris’ Tax Actio n 
Campaig n, is the g iant, multi-natio nal meat 
co mbine, Swift & Co . 


Fo r the three-y ear perio d ending in 197 1, 
Swift paid an effectiv e tax rate o f 20.5 per 
cent o n pro fits in ex cess o f $140 millio n at a 
time when the statuto ry co rpo rate tax rate 
was 48 per cent. Harris’ acco untant, who 
ex amined the tax reco rds fo r us, ex plained 
Swift was able to reduce its tax liability 
thro ug h subsidiaries wiHr-'Oil and real 
estate write-o ffs. 


A co rpo rate spo kesman co mplained to us 
that “ the fig ures quo ted included Swift’s 
wo rldwide pretax inco me and related this 
to current U. S. tax es o nly .” The co mpany 
paid abo ut $13 millio n in fo reig n tax es 
during the three-y ear perio d, he said. 


Under U. S. tax laws, ho wev er, fo reig n 
pro fits are tax able inco me, with fo reig n 
tax es deductible.

HANOI (AP) 
Hard m;inual 
labor, a regimenteii ewstence, 
low silaries and benefits just 
sufficient so one can exist and 
work more, almost no luxuries, 
few and simple pleasures 
these have been features of the 
common man’;, q uality of life in 
Hanoi for a generation 
But the knowledge that peace 
may really have come and may 
even last seems to have given 
the people of Hanoi new drive 
and hope for a better future 
Longtime foreign residents 
observe a change since Hanoi’s 
citizeas were told that Ihe 
Paris agreements can secure 
peace and are the greatest 
achievement of their long hard­ 
ships The man in the street ap­ 
pears relaxed, friendly , easy 
with a joke, ready for chitchat 
with visiting Americans and ea­ 
ger to work harder to build a 
better life, this time for him­ 
self. 
He is also determined to 
amuse himself more in the beer 
gardens, theaters and parks— 
something frowned on in the 
austerity y ears of total war 
The human ants that made it 
possible to survive America’s 
air war and at the same time 
wage war in South Vietnam 
turn out to be real humans 
after all—now that they hope 
they are laboring to improve 
their own lot and the end of the 
war's hardships is in sight. 
It is almost like a new begin­ 
ning. as in 19 54. when the North 
Vietnamese took over an un­ 
developed. bankrupt and war- 
battered 
country 
from 
the 
French 
North Vietnam’s self-admit­ 
ted backwardness and dire eco­ 
nomic situation are not a result 
only of American bombings and 
the bloodletting in the war in 
S o ut h 
V i e t na m , 
where 
thousands of North Vietnamese 
soldiers died

War had priority over all oth­ 
er aspects of life in North Viet­ 
nam. Progress that was made, 
the industries that were built, 
the roads and rails, much-im­ 
proved educational sy stems, in­ 
creased 
agricultural 
produc­ 
tion—all this indirectly served 
the war effort It was the war. 
the needs of the front line and 
the American bombing that 
slowed or stopped development. 


Now. officials say , recon­ 
struction. national planning for 
a peace economy and industrial 
and agricultural development 
are the new priorities—assum­ 
ing that peace lasts. The man 
in the street keeps his fingers 
crossed because this is his first 
chance in a lifetime for a nor- 
m ^ life

The municipality of Hanoi 
has a population of slightly 
more than 1.2 million, with 750,- 
000 living in four central dis­ 
tricts. The population has al­ 
most tripled since the French 


day s. The geography of Hanoi 
has doubled. 
Despite all this. Hanoi has 
the character of a half-French. 
half-Oriental 
provincial 
city , 
left behind in the 19 30s Ordina­ 
ry people live in old. neglected 
bui l d i ng s along tree-lined 
streets left from the French 
day s in the heart of Hanoi or in 
drab apartment blocks of three 
or four stories, mostly built 
during the late 19 50s in new 
suburbs 
The administration of Hanoi 
and North Vietnam’s govern­ 
ment are established in well- 
kept but almost 
unchanged 
stately colonial buildings and 
palaces that were used by the 
French colonial administration 
H i g h-ranking 
visitors 
are 
housed in the former palace of 
the French governor of Tonkin, 
now North Vietnam. 
Small and medium-size indus­ 
trial enterprises are scattered 
throughout Hanoi, mainly in the 
suburbs The may or say s the 
more than 200 factories in the 
area produce one-third of North 
Vietnam’s industrial output. 
Much of this industry was 
dispersed during the air war 
Workers left the city But since 
only a few industrial plants 
were destroy ed,

Several repair y ards, especially 
the railroad repair y ard, were 
destroy ed and the power station 
was damaged, but they already 
have been fully repaired.

“We still have to make use of 
all resources we have, manual 
work, old machinery from the 
French day s and new machin­ 
ery , ” one official said.

Lack of tools and machinery 
means back-breaking labor for 
the Hanoi worker. Timber and 
bamboo are pulled in carts with 
wooden wheels to reconstruc­ 
tion sites in bombed areas.

A large crate, obviously too 
heavy to be loaded on an ox or 
man-pulled

markets in large baskets sus­ 
pended from shoulder poles. 
Industrial 
produce, 
plastic 
goods, crates, paper products, 
machinery , even railway tracks 
are 
transported 
in 
oxcarts, 
pedicabs or hand carts. 
At the sites of massive bomb 
damage to civilian areas in 
Hanoi—the Kham Thien district 
and the Bach Nai hospital—no 
construction machinery is in 
sight. All work is by hand. 
Before delivery of new bricks 
to these construction sites, wo­ 
men laborers, some teen-agers 
and a few men are clawing 
through the debris to collect 
bricks that can be salvaged for 
future construction. 


Men and women .seem to 
have achieved lull eq uality in 
hard labor They get the same 
wages for the obligatory 48- 
hour. Sunday ’s off. week The 
urgent priority is construction 
of temporary housing for thc» e 
who lost their homes in the De­ 
cember air raids and repair of 
damaged industries Many wor­ 
kers volunteer for overtime and 
extra work on Sunday s, accord­ 
ing to local officials, 
Jujit getting to work in Hanoi 
is exhausting Almost all wor­ 
kers. clerks and even officials 
and soldiers commute on bi­ 
cy cles Around 6 a.m.. there is 
an almost noiseless flow of hur­ 
ry ing 
bicy clists 
and 
three­ 
wheeled pedicabs. often five 
abreast, in the dimly lit street 
below the window of the Peace 
Hotel, where foreigners stay . 
Occasionally a Chinese or 
Russian-made truck eq uipped 
with noisier horns than any 
Western vehicles, blasts the 
eerie silence and honks its way 
angrily 
through 
the 
bicy cle 
crowd The city has no private­ 
ly owned passenger cars or 
trucks The only traffic jams 
occur when a vehicle breaks 
down on the 
1‘2-mile bridge 
across the Red River. 
The two-lanes-plus railroad 
bridge was built at the turn of 
the century and proves in­ 
sufficient even for North Viet­ 
nam’s needs: one broken-down 
car can stop traffic flow for 
hours. 
The flow of bicy cles never 
lets up, except for a three-hour 
lunch and siesta period and 
after 10 p.m.. when Hanoi’s 
streets are 
deserted. 
There 
must be more bicy cles per ca­ 
pita in Hanoi than in any other 
city in the world, even the bike- 
riding European countries like 
Holland and Scandinavia, or 
China, where public transport 
is more evident. 
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In downtown Hanoi old woo­ 
den street cars have rambled 
on since the French day s. A 
ride costs less than a cent, and 
police don’t mind when kids 
take a free hitch by hanging on 
to the back. 
Camouflage-painted 
buses 
that survived the war, when 
they had to ferry troops, war 
materials and evacuees, have 
come back to the city and bring 
people back and forth to the 
suburbs. 
But the bike remains the. 
means of transport in Hanoi 
and possibly the most valuable 
pos s es rion 
of a Hanc» reâdent. 
A bike costs 8 0 dong, or $22, six 
weeks' income at the average 
worker’s salary of 50 dong a 
month. 
Rationing and government 
controls keep down rents and 
prices of basic foodstuffs like 
meat, sugar rice and vege­ 
tables. Meat and sugar are ra­ 
tioned. 
The 
q uantity 
and 
variety of foodstuffs available 
in China are not seen here. 
Still, nobody in Hanoi seems 
to starve. Children show no 
signs of malnutrition. 
Meals in restaurants are very 
expensive if one is paid a North 
Vietnamese salary . A meal of 
four local dishes plus soup in a 


belter 
downtown 
restaurant 
costs 12 dong 
Still, 
big 
parties

around round tables to dig with 
chopsticks 
into 
many -iourse 
meals and gulp down a variety 
of rice wines and sweet li­ 
q ueurs CMten the diners are a

More fitting for the ordinary 
Hanoi pocketbook is a beer gar­ 
den on Hoa Kiem Lake, with 
wooden 
tables under shady 
trees and kegs of draft beer, 
not unlike a O varian beer gar­ 
den 
A big glass of beer sells fur 
three hao, about eight cents 
Ten Hao make a dong 
People these day s get happily 
sloshed early in the afternoon 
and nobody minds when a fa­ 
ther shares a pint with his l- 
y ear-old baby boy , who sq ueals 
happily after a few sips. 
Women and old men sq uat 
around the beer garden selling 
sweets and Dien Bien ciga­ 
rettes in a package picturing 
the victorious flag raising at 
Dien Bien Phu. 
Those who cannot afford beer 
sit on the many park benches 
and gaze over the calm Hoan 
Kiem Lake at the multitiered 
century -old pagoda on a small 
island in the lake. 
Young men like to play table 
tennis on the stone plate tables 
in the park. Broken bricks re­ 
place the unavailable net. 
For those who cannot buy 
Vietnam's official Nahn Dan 
newspaper, large blackboards 
at newstands give the latest 
news. In one week the release 
of American POWs made it 
three times as the No. 2 news 
item.

What North Vietnam has to 
offer in consumer goods can be 
seen in one large, cavernous, 
dimly lit department store. 
Compared with the average 
North Vietnamese income of 
$15-21 a month, prices are very 
high for any thing that has a 


touch of luxury , like .simple 
plastic toy s, toilet articles, col­ 
orful textiles 
A q uilted jacket costs about 
one week’s salaiy . Some arti­ 
cles. like plastic flowers, sell 
rapidly . 
Hanoi knows no advertising, 
there are no neon lights and 
only a few shop windows are lit 
in the early hours of the eve­ 
ning 
Sidewalk 
merchants 
bring 
bustling life to shopping streets 
At night they place oil lamps 
beside their meager display of 
goods These are the leftovers 
of private enterprise. All other 
shops are organized in coopera­ 
tives or partly owned by the 
state 
Old women sell baskets of 
rubbep-tire Ho Chi Minh san­ 
dals 
An old man sells scraps of 
metal, old flashlights and locks, 
all left over from colonial day s.

There is no night life or 
television.

Everybody's 
Not in Love 
With Aaron 


ATLANTA

Henry Aaron. From a town In TenneHsee romen thl« post-card to 
him; 
“ You can hit all dem home runs over dem short fences hut 
you caint take dat hlack off yo face Kite on “ 
From Arkansas, this letter; 
“ Some hlacks we admire and respect 
hut can’t tolerate 
cocky niggers like you ” 
From Boston: 
“ Everyhody loved Babe Ruth You will be the most hated guy 
In this country and elsewhere If you break his career home run 
record of 714." 
Not all of Henry Aaron’s voluminous mall is so vituperative. 
The fame that has come with his 673 home runs elicits varied 
letters. 
From New Jersey, for example: ril speak to you straight I 
don't really like the Braves, hut you are the greatest player I 
have ever seen in all my life on this earth of 6'/* years .” 
And from Florida: “ I am writing to say I hope you break Babe 
Ruth’s home run record You are a true credit to the game; not 
only as a player, but also as a good human being. I have seen the 
way you cooperate by giving autographs after the game and 
treating the young with patience and kindness." 
Perhaps 90 per cent erf Henry Aaron’s .several hundred letters 
a week are kindly disposed to him and his pursuit of Babe« 
Ruth’s career home run record, according to Carla Kq)lin, 
Aaron’s private secretary. 
Miss Koplin may be the only private secretary ever hired by a 
major league baseball team to handle all the correspondence 
and screen the phone calls and appointments for one player. 
The Atlanta Braves began to believe their own publicity 
department which says that "this greatest record of all records 
is now being challenged," and that “ The greatest sports story in 
history is now taking place in Atlanta." So two years ago, as the 
mail mounted when It was realized that Hank Aaron was 
encroaching on the record, the Braves asked Miss Kq>lin, who 
had been working In another department in the Braves’ front 
office, if she would like the job of being Aaron’s girl Friday. 
Yes, she said, without hesitation. 
She now sits in an office with a large black-and-white poster of 
her boss on the wall behind her. He is hitting a home run. 
"H AN K!" reads the poster. “ There’s nobody else exactly like 
him " 
“ It’s true," she said. “ He never raises his voice. And he 
always says, ‘please’ and ‘thank you.’ Very few people in this 
world do that." 
Miss Koplin says she is swamped daily with mail. But almost 
all the mail is answered. Much 
it is from kids who want 
autographs. So Miss Koplin gets all those letters together, with 
pictures of Aaron, and then waits for him to come to the office 
where he signs them all. “ If a child takes time to write hipi," 
she said, “ then Hank thinks the least he can do is take time to 
sign an autograph personally." 
Miss Koplin begins her workday at 9 a.m. She sorts the mail 
into four categories: (1) Those asking for autographs only; (2) 
Unusual fan letters, mostly from kids; 
(3) Letters of 
appreciation from older fans; and (4) “ fan letters" with a 
question mark. 
“ The last are those ugly letters," she said. “ He doesn’t answer 
them. But he won’t let me throw them away. He just says, ‘File 
them.’ He has some purpose in keeping them. I’m not sure what 
it is. Maybe he is going to include them in a book of his life." 
Not all of the category four letters attack Aaron solely. One 
frwn Connecticut, for example, said: “ I saw you today on TV 
and I think you are full of bull. You and all the baseball players 
are overpaid. Go to work as a janitor for $2.50 per hour and 
you’ll see how good your $200,000 a year salary is. Comparing 
yourself to a doctor. Man, you’re out of your mind. Tlw best 
thing for America — abolish baseball. Back to the salt mines." 
Kids are a great deal more sympathetic, it seems. “ I am 
writing this to tell you how good a player you are," wrote a boy 
from Dix Hills, N. Y. “ I feel sorry for you because you must get 
tired of going around the bases so many times." 
And from Canada; “ We collect baseball cards ... The boy next 
door wanted to trade me for your picture. I told him if he gave 
me a million cards or dollars, he couldn’t buy your picture from 
me. I wish I lived next door to you so you could teach me how to 
play baseball. When I play baseball I pretend I am the ‘GREAT 
HANK AARON.’ I wish I could meet you. I would be so happy I 
would walk upside down." 
He also receives such intimate outpourings as this; “ I am a 
switch hitter. I strike out lefty or righty..." 
And: “ My dog loves you. When my dad watches one of your 
games, she sits and wags her tail hard." 
Also, advice such as the one about the television commercial 
Aaron does for “ Oh! Henry.” It is one of Aaron’s favorite 
letters: “ That candy bar commercial doesn’t do a thing for you. 
If you want to get a shot of your face, and show the product, tell 
why you like it and take a big bite out of it. And be sure to let the 
chocolate drool down your face. People like gooey candy. 
However, you must warn teen-agers against eating too much of 
it. Chocolate causes craters (the finer term for pimples)." 
Then there is the card Aaron received last December. It was 
mailed directly to his home. The printed card read, “ With warm 
best wishes for a joyous Christmas and a Happy New Year. The 
President and Mrs. Nixon." 
He probably would have been flattered if he hadn’t found the 
envelope so funny. It was hand-written and addressed to “ Mr. 
Frank Aaron." 
One can only wonder: Did Herbert and Mrs. Hoover ever send 
a Christmas card to “Mr. Gabe Ruth"?

In on<* we«‘k this month, 345 
m«*n, women and children in 
the United States were shot to 
death Some were the victims 
of armed rohbers, some were 
policemen killed in the line of 
duty, some were shot durinft 
family quarrels 
Other Rtin deaths were more 
bizarre; a bartender machine- 
gunned as he sat in his car at a 
Boston intersection, a teen-age 
couple 
executed 
as 
they 
km*eled by a sleeping bag in 
the Arizona desert 
The 345 deaths, counted in an 
Associated Press survey the 
week of March 4-11, represent­ 
ed a 40 per cent increase over 


thme counted in the last sim­ 
ilar survey four years ago 
In each of three pn'vious AP 
surveys, gunshot deaths totaled 
about 200: There were 199 in 
June 16-23, 1968; 192 in July 7- 
14, 1968, and 206 in June 15-22, 
1969 


The dates for the AP surveys 
were chosen at random. The 
first two were taken in the 
wake of the assassination of 
Sen Robert F Kennedy The 
third came a year later after 
passage of a federal gun con­ 
trol law 


In the 
latest survey, 2,36 
deaths were classified as homi­ 
cides, 89 as suicides and 20 as 
accidents. While the total num­ 


ber of gunshot deaths rose 40 
per cent simt* the 1969 survey, 
homicides climbed 
44 5 per 
cent, suicides 33 7 per cent and 
airidental deaths 20 per cent. 
The weapons included the 
small, cheap handguns called 
' Saturday night specials" and 
often used in holdups, a fa­ 
ther’s revolver in the hands of 
a curious infant, the family 
shotgun grabbed during a quar­ 
rel 
In most states, there are no 
attempts 
to 
compile 
com­ 
prehensive, statewide records 
of gun deaths until weeks or 
months after tlwy occur. And, 
in many cases, the type of wea­ 
pon is not always listed imme­ 
diately.

at least 41.4 per cent of the 
homicides, 25 8 per cent of the 
suicides, and 20.5 per cent of 
the accidental deaths. 
Ten persons were killed dur­ 
ing holdups, and five robbery 
suspects were killed by police 
In Washington, D C , a bank 
robbery suspect pointed a gun 
at a poliie officer and pulled 
the trigger five times; each 
time the gun misfired. Before 
the man could pull the trigger 
again, the officer fired, killing 
one of two armed men who had 
fled from the scene rrf the rob­ 
bery. 


The 1968 federal gun control 
law banned interstate mail or­ 
der sales of rifles, shotguns and 
all types of ammunition It also 
banned most over-the-counter 
sales to out-of-state residents 
The 1968 law also banned im­ 
ports of cheap, small caliber 
pistols, but a number of U.S. 
Brms sell "Saturday night spe­ 
cials" assembled locally from 
parts shipped in from overseas. 
Attempts to get tighter con­ 
trols have failed in Congress. 
Last year, the Senate passed 
a bill to prohibit the sale of 
easily 
concealed 
handguns, 
ranging from the cheap "Satur­ 
day 
night 
specials" 
to ex­ 
pensive, snub-nosed handguns 
But the House took no action on 
the bill, and its chief sponsor. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., says 
he sees no point in reintroduc­ 
ing it this year unless there are 
signs the House will pass it. 
One bill reintroduced this 
year would require registration 
of all firearms and li(*ensing of 
ownera The bill, proposed by 
Sen. Edward M Kennedy, D- 
Mass., failed 76-11 last year 
No hearings have been sched­ 
uled in either of the houses on 
iny of the proposals.

Doctors may one day be able to 
preserve the skin of dead per­ 
sons for use later in grafting 
over burns and other wounds of 
the living, a researcher says. 
This possibility was held out 
Friday by Dr. William T. Sum­ 
merlin of the Sloan-Kettering 
Institute. New York, at a sci­ 
ence writers seminar sponsored 
by 
the 
American 
Cancer 
Society. 
Summerlin emphasized that, 
while human skin has been pre­ 
served and transplanted to oth­ 
er humans and the method has 
succeeded in animals, the work 
is still experimental. 
Understanding why cultured 
skin tissue can be transplanted 
from one person to another 


while fresh skin cannot may 
lead to a better understanding 
of cancer immunology, Sum­ 
merlin said. 
If the method becomes clini­ 
cally feasible, skin ulcers and 
other wounds might be repaired 
with 
the 
cultured 
skin, 
he 
added. 
Asked how loi^ it might be 
before hospitals would have hu­ 
man skin banks, he replied: 
"Years. ” 
Summerlin said he has suc­ 
ceeded with transplants of oth­ 
er 
persons’ 
skin 
with 
six 
patients, and he has worked 
with more than 500 mice. 
He said his findings have 
been duplicated by researchers 
at Stanford University, in Bos­ 
ton, in Albany, N. Y. , and in 
Holland. 
Summerlin’s human patients 


have retained grafts of others’ 
skin for up to four and a half 
years. 


Ordinarily, 
human 
skin 
transplanted from one person 
to another is rejected. But 
Summerlin said he has has 
found that, if the skin to be 
transplanted is placed first in a 
laboratory medium containing 
nutrients for four to six weeks, 
it 
c a n 
be 
successfully 
transplanted. 


During this period of pre­ 
servation, the skin loses some 
of its cells, but three or four 
days after transplant it is re­ 
constituted on the body of the 
recipient, he said. 
The largest graft of cultured 
human skin so far tried has 
been IVz inches by IVz inches.

ed an estimated 7 per cent of 
the grain sorghum acreage, or 
some 100,000 acres, nev er was 
harv ested 
The Div ision of Agricultural 
Statistics said what is left in 
the fields is deteriorating more 
each day with heads beginning 
to mold.

A similar story came from 
Oklahoma, where harv est of 
soy beans and cotton was se­ 
riously delay ed by wet weather. 
Water standing in fields also 
delay ed plowing and fertilizing 
— and now there is a problem 
with weeds. 
Larry Robinson, Oklahoma 
Department of Agriculture in­ 
formation officer, reported that 
at the end of February , 25 per 
cent of the soy bean cr(^ re­ 
mained in the fields Harv est 
usually is completed by the end 
of Nov ember. 
Winter moisture was good for 
wheat, but many farmers were 
allowing cattle to graze on the 
wheat so they could get a good 
return in high beef prices in­ 
stead of on the wheat market. 
The Kansas Crop and Liv e­ 
stock Reporting Serv ice report­ 
ed sorghum appeared the only 
crop with measurable loss, al­ 
though there was no actual esti­ 
mate of crop damage. 
Ray Hancock, reporting serv ­ 
ice spokesman, said there was 
no damage at all to the wheat 
crop but that corn and soy bean 
estimates were rev ised down­ 
ward at the end of J anuary to 
take into account the bad fall 
weather.

Reduction In Prices Goal 


This Week in Business 
Rising Prices Biggest News

NEW YORK ( AP> - The 
uproar over ri.sing meat prices 
captured the business spotlight 
the past week as President Nix­ 
on slapped price ceilings on 
wholesale and retail prices and 
housewives across the nation 
planned tor a weeklong boy cott 
Nixon imposed a ceiling on 
beef, pork and lamb prices 
which would keep them at 
around current levels while he 
seeks a permanent cure to spi­ 
ralling food costs 
Meat boycott organizers said 
they still planned to carry out

plan for a dual prime lending 
rate by banks Prime interest 
rates at most banks setled on 
per cent as the Nixon ad-# 
ministration began working out 
a system that would allow 
banks to raise corporate lend­ 
ing rates according to market 
conditions but would keep a lid 
on rates for smaller borrowers.

Despite new national polieies 
designed to encourage farm 
production, more Pettis (bounty 
farmers signed up for "set 
aside" wheat and feed grain 
programs this year than last 
year

Pettis County enrolled in one or 
both of the programs this year,

county executive director of the 
Agriculture Stabilization and

Dalton compared this year’s 
sign-up to last year, when about 
IJ200 Pettis County farmers 
participated in one or both the 
ASCS programs "W e’re a shade 
higher than last year," he said. 
Two set-aside plans were 
available to farmers under the 
1973 feed grain program; a 25 
per cent plan and a zero per 
cent plan. Last year farmers 
could exercise a number of 
options to set aside as much as 
45 per cent of their total feed 


grain base in return for federal 
mi»m*y 
With 
smaller 
set-aside 
requirements this year, thi* 
AS(!S 
is 
encouraging 
more 
prodiK’tion of certain crops to 
level or reduce spiraling cn^ 
pric'es. 
About 90 per cent of the 
farmers enrolled in this year’s 
feed grain program chose the 25 
per cent plan rather than the 
zero per cent option, Dalton 
said. 
Under the zero per cent plan, 
farmers are not required to 
have any set-aside acreage 
They must, however, maintain 
a conserving base and restrict 
their plantir^ to no more feed 
grain acres (corn, milo, barley) 
than they planted last year. 
Higher financial payments 
are available to farmers under 
the 25 per cent option. Besides a 
conserving base, farmers were 
required to set aside acreage 
equal to one-fourth their total 
feed grain base.

House Passes Bill For Longer, Heavier Trucks 


TOPEKA, Kan (AP) - The 
Kansas House passed a pair of 
bills Friday that would allow 
longer and heavier trucks on 
the state’s highways, while the 
Senate passed a total (rf 26 bills 
and two resolutions, including 
one resolution calling for a leg­ 
islative study of operations and 
comUtions in the state’s four 


penal institutions and 11 state 
hospitals and juvenile facilities. 
Besides the truck bills, the 
House gave tentative approval 
Friday to a bill designed to in­ 
crease the amount of money 
the state collects in interest in 
its inactive funds and another 
measure 
that 
would 
bring 
members of the legislature into 


the Kansas Public Fimployes 
Retirement Sy.stem (K PERS) 
on a contributing basis 
Both measures will be up for 
final roll-calls in the lower 
chamber Monday 
Both houses of the legislature 
were in session all day Friday, 
as the legislature concluded its 
next-to-last full week. 
The truck bills, passed 94-24 
and 88-29, now go to the desk of 
Gov. Robery Docking for his 
signature. 
One of the bills would in­ 
crease the maximum lei^th for 
a truck tractor and semi-trailer 
from 55 feet to 60 feet. The oth­ 
er would increase the max­ 
imum permissable axle weight 
from 18,000 to 20.000 pounds for 


a single axle and from 32,000 to 
34,000 pounds for a tandem 
axle 
Opponents of the measnrns 
contend that the heavier trucks 
would tend to accelerate the 
deterioration 
of 
the 
state’s 
roads and highways. 
The House also passed and 
sent back to the Senate for con- 
s i d é r a t i o n of House-added 
amendments a bill setting up 
procedures for the governor 
and lieutenant governor to be 
nominated and elected as a 
team The measure also spells 
out elective four-year terms for 
state treasurer and insurance 
commissioner as well as for the 
constitutionally elective offices 
of governor, lieutenant gover- 


nor, attorney general and sec­ 
retary of state 
The elections bill, passed 76- 
45, was de.signed, in part, to 
implement the Executive Ar­ 
ticle approved by the state’s 
voters last November. 
The House also passed a bill 
authorizing 
the 
issuance of 
state indentification cards to 
non-drivers 16 years of age or 
older who request them The 
bill also provides for rational 
use of a black and white pic­ 
ture of the person on his driv­ 
er’s license or identification 
card for an additional 50 cent 
fee
